The mention of politics and 
salaries in the same breath 
sparked debate Wednesday when 
the Madison County Board 
approved-pay increases-fer 15 
department heads and appointed 
officials. 

The resolution calls for a 4 
percent increase during fiscal 
year 1991. But it also states that 
future salary increases for the 15 
positions will “be based upon 
individual performance evalua- 
tions.” 

Member H. Jack Frandsen “of 

Alhambra, the only member to 
vote against the increases, said 
an‘outside evaluation of each job 
and the salary that accompanies 
should be done. Frandsen 
erred to the increases as 
political.’

‘Junk calls’ difficult

Most people should have no 
trouble relating tothe following 
scenario, since it is played’ out 
repeatedly in homes around the 
country: 

You are just sitting down to 
dinner, after a long day, when 
the telephone rings. You answer. 

“Hello,” says a bright but 
faintly mechanical voice. ‘‘How 
are you this evening? My name 
is (a first name is given). I'd 
like to talk to you for a moment 
about (a product, from_above- 
ground burial to vinyl! siding, is 
mentioned).”” 

Your privacy has been invad 
ed, yet if you are polite you may 
listen while your dinner grows 
cold. If you are annoyed enough 
to make a smart remark, you 
may trigger a stream of vulgari 
ties and verbal abuse. 

There is junk mail; there are 
now junk fax messages. But 
increasingly, the sales technique 
of choice is the junk phone call. 
You are the victim of the boom- 
ing business of telemarketing. 

Much has been made in the 
last year or so of telemarketing 
schemes that are crooked, usual- 
ly offering phony get-rich-quick 
scams. 

But entirely legitimate phone 
solicitation is a “big business, 
according to the Direct Market 
ing Association (DMA). It is 
expected. to top $10 billion in 
1991 


Unlike the “boiler rooms’! of 
the confidence games, the mod- 
ern telemarketing facility 
employs from hundreds to thou- 
sands of workers. Elaborate 
automatic machines dial num- 
bers in order. Those that are 
answered are switched quickly 
to a living telemarketer. Having 
an unlisted number will not 
exempt you. 


Often the telemarketing is not 
done by the campany offering 
goods or Services but by a third 
party. This could be a stand- 
alone concern or a subsidiary of 
the telephone company itself. At 
least one major airline (Ameri- 
can) employs 2,000 people in-a 
telemarketing company at its 
reservations center in :

*One man has achieved some 
success in taking telemarketers 
to small claims court, suing for 
the time he has spent dealing 
with them.

The ' doting grandmother 
always baking cookies, the dingy 
aunt getting into a jam because 
of ‘her forgetfulness and the 
crusty grandfather telling war 
stories-— the list of stereotypes 
for senior citizens-is seemingly 
endless. 

TV and other media have too 
often typecast older adults into 
roles that have nothing to do 
with real life, experts say 

**While I think the media is 
more aware of senior citizens 
and while groups like the Nation- 
al Council on Aging have worked 
toward eliminating stereotypes, 
they’re still out -there,”’ said Lin- 
da Brandeberry, assistant pro- 
fessor of psychology and directer 
of -gerontology programs for 
Webster University in-St. Louis 

She said these concepts of old- 
er people have -been around for 
more than 40 years on television. 

“When baby boomers were 
kids, you had images of older 
aduits’as the nosy mother-in-law 
or batty old- Aunt Martha on 
‘Leave It To Beaver,’ she 
said. *‘Otherwise, older adults 
were pretty much absent, except 
for people in soap operas. There, 
you had the wise old grandmoth 
er or grandfather who was all- 
knowing and wise and cari 
but that is still a stereoty 

Brandeberry admits that 
today’s TV programs show more 
older adults as being. multifacet- 
ed, with personalities both posi- 
tive and negative — witness 
shows such as “‘The Golden 
Girls.” 

Some senior citizens admire 
the actresses on ‘‘The Golden 
Girls’ more than their charac 
ters. The actresses, make good 
role models becausé they main- 
tain active. creative careers 
especially Betty White 

She. has been an ‘animal rights 
activist for many years, said 
Marge Ogden of Collinsville 

But while Ogden enjoys Watch- 
ing them, she does not think the 

racters.are realistic 

hey still have a way 
before there_ are 
representation:
